Epamrnownas, the great Theban general, 
gained the celebrated battle of Mansinea 5 duty 
before the fcale of viétoty declared in his fa- 
vour, he received a javelin in his breaft, whofe 
effvét, within afew hours after the fight, proy- | 
ed mortal. ¢ ‘

Being carried dnto his tent, and having re- 
covered his fpeech, he afked his attendants, 
«‘ What is become of my field ? is tt fafe or have 

the enemy taken it 2?” On its being produced te 
him, he kifled it with a tranfport of joy ;-—his 
next enguiry was, “who are conquerors f”-— 
« The thebeans,” anfwered they 5—to which 
he replicd, «hen all is well: { have lived 
long enough, if I die unfubdued at laft.” In 
tryingto withdraw the javelin from his breatt, 
the «haft, which was of wood, broke, and Ieft 
the point, which was of iron and barbed, buried 
deep in the wound. Ombeing given to ynder- 
ftand by his-furgeons, that, fo foon as.eht re 
miander of the weapon fthould be .extraéted, 
death mufl inevitably enfue, he faid, with the 
moft intrepid ferenity, * Think not that this doy 
puts.a period to my kje!
